The Minnesota Shorthorn Breeders Association was organized under 
the laws of Minnesota on November 28, 1911, and is a non-profit 
corporation. The Incorporation papers show the officers O. F. 
Henkel, Kenyon, president; S$. G. Eliason, Montevideo, vice president; 
and R. W. Leach, Minneapolis, secretary and treasurer. 


Article II reads as follows: ‘‘The purpose of the Corporation shall 
be to unite the Shorthorn Breeders of Minnesota in an effort to breed 
better Shorthorns, to promote the use of purebred sires, to improve 
the methods of growing and marketing Shorthorns, and to further the 
Shorthorn interest in the state.’’ 


For thirty-eight years that has and is the aim of the Minnesota 
Shorthorn Breeders Association. To show that the Association has 
been a success throughout these many years we now have Registered 
Shorthorns in every county of the state. It is true that they have 
followed the modern trend branching off to specialize by stressing 
certain types and differences until we now have organizations in both 
the beef type and the milking type and these again into horned and , 
polled organizations. The different branches are only outgrowths 
caused, you might say, by this age of specialization, which usually 
stresses certain types and values of a product. But the foundation 
that they are all built on was ‘‘Shorthorn,’’ that gentle personality 
cow that has ‘‘weight for age’’ and did, and still fits herself on any 
farm or ranch, any place. The main differences in the different 
branches of the Minnesota Shorthorn organizations are milk and 
horns. We, the Minnesota Shorthorn Breeders Association have not 
lost either the milk or the horns. 


We have also grown as an association until we now have 535 breed- 
ers in the state, 165 of them are members of the State association. 
Living up to Article II of our corporation we have assembled for 
this June 44th sale seventy head of outstanding Shorthorns, 33 bulls 
and 37 females, many of the females either have calves at side or 
are carrying calves ready to drop them. Among the bulls, many are 
good enough to be used in any herd as herd sires. There are offered 
bulls that are tried and proven sires, younger bulls ready to be used 
and still younger bulls that show promise. The females can be safe- 
ly bought either as foundation for herd building or replacement.

All cows with 
calves at foot are considered breeders and no further guarantee 
is made. All other cows and heifers over 16 months of age at the 
time of the sale are guaranteed breeders. An animal returned to 
seller because it does not comply with the guarantee will be at 
buyer's cost of transportation. 


Any claim for adjustment because an animal is a non-breeder must 
be made with the seller within ninety days of the sale.
